Mrs. Smith, Wheeler auto, 
was divorced from Smith ©i glint years 
ago, but was "close friend and con­ 
fidant” in spite of that fact.

Mrs. Smith testiled that Smith had 
more money after he came to Wash­ 
ington and "we were all better off.” 
Tie told me, she do. lured, that “we 
have a big thing worth $180,000 in 
the Dempsey fight films,” and assert 
od that by "we ne meant himself and 
Daugherty "

This consignment, she said 
consisted of two . hares of Pure OM 
company stock.

Oil stock was part of a “deal.” 
"He 
said they ma le another deal,” she 
Added. 
"He didn’t mention Mar. D augherty« 
nam e?” 
"I couldn’t say that he did 
not,” witness said. 
“I jmyt don’t re­ 
member. 
It was clear in my mind 
Just who he meant.” 
Sm ith’s K'to.'k dealings, she said, 
were "sometrmcs in iris own name 
and sometimes in a blind account.”

2.” 
She declared Smith "was a con­ 
sistent loser,” and closed the account 
in January, 1922.

I>ean, under cross-examination by the 
senate committee probing 
the 
oil 
reserve leases, testified that Albert 
B. Fail asked him to tell the senate 
oil committee the false story he re­ 
cited concerning his $190,OGO loan. 
The W ashington publisher said -that 
. ail called him to Atlantic City and 
aked him to say the $ I bd,OOO loan 
,vd3 made in cash.

tome,” McLean added. 
W itness said it was in acceding to 
this requem from an old friend, who 
wa© plainly ill, that lie got himself 
involved to the oil scandal.

Schireson. Mrs. Teazel I was suffering 
from malignant oedema of the eye. In 
operating for this complaint, Doctor 
Schireson explained, local anesthetics 
were undesirable, 
tending to cause 
dilation of the pupil of the eye. 
As 
the eyelid must be opened, the opera 
tion is exceedingly painful. 
Doctor 
Schireson decided to experiment In 
musical therapeutics. The patient was 
placed on the Operating table and the 
violinist called in. 
“I have performed many operations, 
using autosuggestion,” said tho sur­ 
geon. "hut this is {lie first time to my 
knowledge that the wizardry of poi*: * 
has been used. My patient Is unu m 
ly fond of music and susceptible to its 
influence." 
The nurses and assistants took their 
places at the operating table. The sur 
goon dabbed a bit of iodine on the pa 
tient’s eye and nodded to the violinist.

strings. 
Tim melody of the "Kreutzer Sonata" 
sounded through the room. 
"Du you feel any pain?” asked the 
surgeon as he made an incision. “Nut 
in the least,” was the woman’s reply. 
"The music is beautiful.” 
As the op­ 
eration continued the "Kreutzer Sona­ 
ta” melted Into Schubert’* “Ave Ma­ 
ria.” 
As the scalpel cut deeper the violin­ 
ist increased the tempo. 
From “Ave 
Maria” he swung into the “Souvenir.” 
by Drdla. Then he played the "Span­ 
ish Symphony” and Fritz Kreislers 
“Caprice Viennese.” 
The operation lasted half an hour. 
When it was over Mrs. Venzell, her 
eye plastered and bandaged, sat up 
and smiled. 
Music as an anesthetic 
had been a pronounced success.

Law of 1798 Still on Jersey Statu?-* 
Books and Must Be Obeyed, 
I 
Says Court. 


I 
mmrnmmmmm 
A New Jersey Sunday blue law 
which was adopted in 1798 must be 
enforced to the letter, Supreme Court 
Justice James F. Minturn told the 
Hudson county grand Jury. 
This law 
makes even playing a phonograph on 
Sunday Illegal. 
However, if the of­ 
fender is indicted, tried and convicted, 
the maximum penalty is a fine of $1. 
This situation was created a month 
ago when the Jersey City motion pie 
tore theaters 
started 
operating 
on 
Sunday. 
In many other towns In ti e 
state the theater owners had never ob 
served the law. 
Sunday movies have been bitterly 
opposed by church elements in Jersey 
City, particularly by the Lord's Day 
Alliance and the New Jersey Society 
for the Promotion of Morals and tin* 
Suppression of Crime. 
Directing th. lr 
attack chiefly at the theaters, a group 
of churchmen culled on Justice Min­ 
turn. 
The justice, who several years agt* 
headed the Liberal Sunday league, re 
ferred to the theaters, hut instructed 
the Jurors to indict “all other viola 
tors" and told them they should I e 
actuated “not by what the law should 
he but by what is the law.” 
He directed the jury to seek evi­ 
dence against “saloon* which are sell­ 
ing worse than poison; drug stores, 
groceries, 
bootblack 
establish bionts 
confectionery and refreshment stores, 
clothing 
and 
shoe 
stores, 
private 
amusement parks, ballrooms and con­ 
cert halls.” 
“With the wisdom, policy and ex­ 
pediency of these laws you and I are 
not concerned,” he said in Ids charge. 
“Our duty is done when as the sworn 
representatives of the law we apply 
ourselves to the execution of their pro­ 
visions.” 
He directed the jurors to indict the 
theater managers and operators 
un 
the evidence to be submitted, to order 
police executives to submit names and 
addresses “of all other violators,” and 
to make use of their own knowledge o: 
“Blue Law” violations in their own 
neighborhoods. 
The statute adopted in 1798 
w a s 
called an “Act for the Suppression of 
Vice and immorality.” 
It prohibits 
“any worldly business or employment” 
on Sunday. 
Its specific prohibition of 
theatrical 
performances, 
concerts, 
etc., Is so broad It is believed strict en 
forcement w’ould outlaw Sunday use of 
phonographs or radio receiving sets.

Judge Morris Buchwalter Died Suddanly
